F New-York cannot be defended, it it 
the f*m- cafe with Clmlefton, Savannah, 
or Norfolk ? Shall we leave the whole de- 
fenceltfs, becaufe a particular part is vulnera­ 
ble ? Sir, let us confefs the tru th . 
The 
imit of our power to defend is not in the na­ 
ture of the cities, but in our difpolition to 
ppropriate. 
Not in the inc-tRcary of land 
or h <rt>our batteries, but in’oar inlenlihility 
to the danger of the commercial cities, and 
unwillingnefs to make the pecuniary facri- 
ficrs their protedion requires. 
On all lides 
we are met with the obj»£tion,—■“ where 
are the means ?” 
44 How is the public debt 
to be difcharged. if we incur fiich an ex- 
penfe ?” 
Mr. Chairman, none o f these d if­ 
ficulties are insurmountable, when southern 
land is to be purchased, or when nur nnv 
territories on the M issouri and R ed r.iv r 
are to be explored or nvben Indian titles in 
the western country are to be extinguished. 
W e have paid within thele two years fifteen 
millions ot dollars for Lomfi»na, and lia^e 
fentofFtwo millions more to purchafe the 
Floridas. 
I aik on what principle can either 
of thefe put chafes be made palatable to the 
people of the United States ? Do they want 
more land or wider dominions ? 
On neither 
of thefe contiderations would they for one 
moment have fubinitted to either purchaf-*. 
It was becaufe the pofTefllon of the Milfi- 
fippi, through its whole courfe, was efTential 
to the fecunty and happinefs of our brethren 
beyond the mountains, that the purchafe of 
Louifiana was fan^ioned by public opinion, 
und tf ever that of the Floridas receive the 
acquielence of the people, it will only be 
from the conviftion that the poflVflion of 
thofe countries is necefTary, for the tran­ 
quility of our foutherti frontier. 
All this 
we have done for the fecurity of the fouth 
and weft, we now alk for reciprocity, grant 
us fomething for the fecurity of the north 
and ea(t. 
Let not the people fee that all 
the incomes proceed from one quarter of the 
union, and all the expenditures are made in 
another. 
Let them not learn from experi­ 
ence, that the ball of favonritifin, and that 
of Empire, is travelling fcuth and wt<*. 
I 
aik, what are the Floridas, or what it Louifi- 
»111, in coniparifon with the Gngle city of 
New-York ? 
This City alone is worth fo rty 
Lauisianas. 
Yet whfn Louiiijiia was pur- 
chafed, did the increafe of the public debt 
prevent the bargain ? Or of late, was the 
quedion of “ means’' an obflacle to the ap. 
propriation for the Floridas ? The feventeen 
millions of dollars thus expended for the fe> 
curity of the fouth, would have put every 
commercial city of the United States into a 
complete ilate of defence. 
I do not, M r. 
Chairman, introduce the purclufe of Louifia- 
na and the Floridas in this connexion lightly, 
or without antecedent reflection. 
I would 
hold up to this houfe a mirror, in which it 
may contemplate itfelf, and fee its own fea­ 
tures. 
It is irnpoifible not to remark that 
the fympathies of the majority of this Irgifla- 
ture do not extend to the fea-coafl.

times, th-fe will be the moil dreadful and 
the moft to be deprecated by every re ¡1 lower 
of his country, when the party pillions fhail 
run parallel to local interefts. 
Whenever 
any great feilion of the union fhall deem 
itfelf nfgh-Aed, and the opinion become® 
^general among the peopl'*, that they are 
either facrificed or abandoned ; that they 
have not any, or not their jof1. weight in the 
national lcale, a feriesof ftruggles inuit com­ 
mence, which will terminate either in re- 
drels or in convulfions. 
Events of this kind 
are not to be prevented hy common place de­ 
clamation about fubmiffion to the will of th«s 
majority, 
A real reciprocity muft exift. 
Intelligent men muft fee and feel that a 
regard, proportionate to their real interelt 
at ftake in tbafociety is entertained for them 
by their rulers.
